Different From Berlin fVedit 
Emphasizing the fact that this pol­ 
icy had been 
justified 
by results. 
Lord Revelstoke 
explained;

don's credit is not like Berlin a, it jr 
being tested every day by the s ta n d ­ 
ards of other countries overseas, and 
if it were found wanting, the world 
would quickly know it. London is the 
center of the sensitive network of 
nerves which constitute the foreign 
exchanges. Hanks and merchants all 
over the world have credits in Lon­ 
don on which they may draw at any 
moment. lo n d o n has 
attained its 
present position owing largely to the 
volume of foreign trade to and from 
the shores of England. 
“ War tends to cripple exports be­ 
cause it turns productive 
workers 
into soldiers Imports in turn have to 
be restricted as far as possible to the 
necessaries of mar. 
“ Thus London stands specially to 
lose by a reduction In the volume of 
world-trade, because this 
reduction 
makes the processes of world-finanee 
harder to carry through. Hut despite 
these disadvantages. lo n d o n remains 
the world’s financial clearing house. 
How has this been done? 
“The key to the position has been 
the maintenance of an export trade. 
Exports have been possible, to an ex­ 
tent beyond expectation, partly ow­ 
ing to the sound financial policy of 
the government, and partly to the 
use of the great reservoir of labor 
previously untouched here. 
Navy Helps E x to rts 
“ Rut chiefly, the successful m ain ­ 
tenance of exports is due to the Brit­ 
ish navy. No smal part of the navy's 
effort has consisted in the protection 
of the world’s seaborne commerce, 
which has enabled financial London 
to do its share in the great struggle. 
Notably it is the 
navy 
which has 
made it possible for the allies to olw 
tain from America free shipments of 
food and munitions;
